Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 2-6 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Wuthrich et al. and Roesler et al. 

Wuthrich et al. dislcose predicting the stock market from news using data 
mining(entire article). 

4. Wurthrich et al. disclose the invention except interpreting words as 
pronouns. Such an interpretation requires artificial intelligence and neural 
network technologies. However, in pages 26 and 28, Roesler et al. 
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disclose using intelligent agents to locate items. It would be obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to modify the invention of Wuthrich et al. based on 
the teachings of Roesler et al. The motivation to combine these references 
is to efficiently and effectively predict the stock market from news data. 

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection 
presented in this Office action.
